The total amount of capital and 
surplus of the 265 banks included 
in the report at the date of clos­ 
ing was $11,882,639, and the total 
I amount of deposits in said banks 
at the time of closing was $48,086,- 
• 623. 
The total amount of money 
borrowed by the institutions 
was 
$10,249,641, 
and the 
amount of 
loans discounts 
was 
$54,603,902. 
Qash on hand at closing was 
$3,- 
245,218. 
Salaries paid to liquidators 
up 
to the time of the report amount­ 
ed to $828,194, and attorneys had 
been paid $330,472, and many 
of 
the latter had not at the time of 
the report presented their accounts 
for payment. 
For general liquida­ 
tion expenses $084,505 * had been 
paid, and other disbursements to­ 
taled $696,745, making the 
total 
cost of liquidation of the 265 banks 
$2,534,925. 
Another item of ex­ 
pense showed $1,153,582 used as the 
“disbursements for the protection 
of assets, but the investigating 
committee was unable to analyze 
this item.

SEVEN TIMES MORE GIRLS 
HAVE GOITRES THAN BOYS 


One of the 
most 
remarkable 
facts about goitre is that it occurs 
in seven girls to one boy, according 
to a recent bulletin. 
The common 
form of the disease, known as sim­ 
ple goitre, as distinguished 
from 
rarer swellings 
of 
the 
thyroid 
gland, usually makes its 
appear­ 
ance at adolescence. Goitre is or­ 
dinarily endemic, that is, occurring 
in certain districts. 
In 
Switzer­ 
land, some 
sections 
of England, 
and in areas bordering on the Great 
Lakes in the United States, goitre 
is prevalent. Impure drinking wa­ 
ter is thought to be one of 
the 
causative factors of goitre, and so- 
called “goitre springs” have been 
reported to science. 
However, in­ 
fection of water is not thought to 
be the only cause, 
since 
simple 
goitre can usually be prevented by 
the use of iodine. The value of io­ 
dine in the diet as a preventive of 
simple goitre has been recognized 
for nearly a century. 
In recent years the use of com­ 
mon table’ salt to which a very 
small amount of iodine is 
added 
has increased rapidly in the Unit­ 
ed States. This is a preventive 


health measure taken by families 
with 
growing children, 
just 
as 
screens are placed on the windows 
to keep flies and mosquitos out of 
the home. 
In a few cities iodine 
is placed in the water supply. One 
city in New York State, each year 
for a period of two weeks, mixes a 
small amount of iodine in the mu­ 
nicipal water supply as a 
public 
health precaution. 
The flavor of 
the salt 
is 
not 
changed by the 
small addition of iodine to it, and 
the desired protection is secured. 
Animals, 
and 
fresh-water fish 
have been found with goitrous con­ 
ditions in sections where the wa­ 
ter is lacking 
in 
iodine, as 
in 
Switzerland. In the United States 
the general health of herds of cows 
has been improved 
by fertilizing 
the pastures with 
material 
con­ 
taining iodine. 


SPECIAL BARLEY USED 
FOR MAKING BEER 


Less than half of the barley rais­ 
ed in the United States is suitable 
for making beer, for malt barley 
must have a lower nitrogen con­ 
tent than the field run grain. For 
brewing purposes 
barley 
should 


have a high starch content, plump 
kernels, good hulls, and free from 
disease. Because of the high qual­ 
ity required, it commands a premi­ 
um in the grain market. 
The fertility of the soil is an all- 
important factor in growing barley 
of high quality. 
Barley for malt­ 
ing purposes is usually grown 
as 
the second crop in the rotation fol­ 
lowing corn or potatoes. 
Farmers 
on soils high in nitrogen find it dif­ 
ficult to grow a low-protein grain 
without the addition of a fertilizer 
high in potash and phosphorus on 
such soils to increase the 
starch 
and sugar content, and decrease the 
protein content of the barley.

proper balance of plant-food ele­ 
ments must be obtained to grow a

“To School Board Members: 
“The fact that numerous inquir­ 
ies come to this office regarding the 
anti-nepotism law’ as applying to 
school board members shows that 
there is yet much misunderstand­ 
ing about the m atter.

misunderstanding. 
“The legal enactment regarding 
anti-nepotism is 
a 
constitutional 
amendment adopted by the people

held in 1924 and reads as follows: 
‘Any public officer or employe 
of 
this State or of any political sub­ 
division thereof who shall, by vir­ 
tue of said office 
or employment, 
have the rgiht to name or appoint 
anv person to render 
service 
to 
thè State or to any political subdi­ 
vision thereof, and who shall name 
or appoint to such service any re­ 
lative within the 
fourth 
degree, 
either by consanguinity of affinity, 
shall thereby forfeit his or her of­ 
fice or employment’. 
“The Supreme Court of Missou­ 
ri has ruled in the case of the State 
Ex. Inf. Joel B. Norman, Prosecut­ 
ing Attorney of Stone County vs. 
D. E. Ellis, Clerk of Circuit Court 
of Stone County, Missouri, reports, 
Vol. 325, that the amendment needs 
no enforcement law, but that it is 
self-enforcing.

Use of Brakes and Clutch

Releasing the clutch needlessly 
is a detail in dangerous driving. In 
general, when applying the brakes, 
the clutch should not be pushed out 
until the car is nearly ready to 
stop, since the retarding force of 
the idling engine is an aid to the 
slackening of 
speed. 
If greater 
retardation is secured by releasing 
the clutch, that is 
evidence 
that 
the throttle-meehanism 
is impro­ 
perly set, supplying too much gas 
to the idling engine. 
The habit of driving under full 
gas as near as possible to the in­ 
tersection, curve or stopping place, 
and then braking hard, is not only 
wasteful of gas and brake-lining, 
but is dangerous driving, increas­ 
ing the chances of skidding or of 
over-shooting the stop. 
Applying 
the brakes 
suddenly 
always * in­ 
creases the danger 
of 
skidding; 
and closing the throttle suddenly 
the the same effect in most cars, 


, besides subjecting the differential 
to sudden 
and 
excessive strain. 
Free-wheeling mechanisms obviate 
this latter danger, but the effects 
of violent foot braking 
will 
re­ 
main. 
Use of Brakes on Curves 
Applying i;he brakes on a curve 
is especially 'dangerous. The speed 
should be reduced to a safe limit 
before reaching the curve. 
There 
is much less danger of skidding 
from braking on a straight course 
than on a curved one. This point 
is especially important when 
the 
roadway is wet, soft or sandy. Of­ 
ten*, a beginning skid can be check­ 
ed, and the rear wheels given 
a 
new grip, by applying the power 
: gently, 
although 
this 
requires 
' more skill than most drivers pos­ 
sess. 
A sliding wheel has little grip on 
the road. The maximal grip is se­ 
cured when the wheel is rolling for­

In a few cities iodine 
is placed in the w ater supply. One 
city in New York State, each yearj

small addition of iodine to it, and 
the desired protection is secured. 
Animals,
